Parking problems in Otter Close and Gardens 


The Parish Council is very concerned over the difficulties being 

experienced by residents of Otter Close and Gardens in parking their cars. 

We have recently been in correspondence with Cambridgeshire County Council 
regarding this problem, and following a meeting with a representative of) * 
the County Surveyor's Office, during which an inspection of the area was 
carried out, the Parish Council have decided to hold an open meeting to 
discuss the problem in detail. All residents of the area are invited to . 
this meeting, which will be held at 8.00 p.m. on Tuesday 22nd April in the 
Committee Room in the Village Hall. We hope that as many people as 

possible will attend and that there will be some useful suggestions made 

of ways in which the problem may be alleviated. 


Play Area 


Several residents have been concerned that work on the childrens' play 
equipment on the Village Green has apparently been abandoned. We would 
like to explain that the engineers carrying out the repairs are waiting 
for necessary spare parts to arrive, and that work will be resumed as soon 


as possible! 


New Building Development 


It is understood that work on phases 5 and 12, to the south of the Village 
Green is expected to be commenced during the next two months. However, the 
development of phase 4, the area beyond Pheasant Rise, has been deferred 


until later in the year. h

The 17th March saw ‘the Club's first A.G.M. since its opening. 


The meeting was opened by the Chairman, Tom Stephenson, who 
reviewed the development of the club over the last twelve 
-months.- We hed grown from a small active group of organisers 
~t9.a fully operational -club and Tom thanked ‘all those ‘who had 
worked so hard to maké a venture. such.a success. 


After ‘being open for three months there were,now adequate 
facilities to develope a recognised ‘social ‘centre for the 
Village. The club's activities are expanding rapidly: the 
indoor sports and games are well supported, teams have been 
formed and the first friendly matches have been played. |

The club.is in a sound financial state and it is likely that 
further support can be obtained from the brewers since our 
turnover is well in excess of their originel requirements. 
Such support could be put towsrds more comfortable fittings 
or to other major improvements. 


There have been problems, which is no surprise for such @ 
large venture being run by amateurs. We hope we have learned 
quickly and have made improvements where we have seen them to 
be necessary and possible. 


The Treasurer, Dave Skelson, geve a summary of the accounts. 
The turnover has increased each month since our opening in 
December, and current levels indicate a likely annual turnover 
of about £50,000. The net profit before tax is in the order 
of 25% of the turnover. Part of the income is already 
committed to regular peyments into a dcposit account for 
future developments. The account, with all bills paid, 
currently stands at over ‘£3,000. 


The chairman of the entertainments sub-committee, Trefor 
'Mitchell, gave our account of the current plans and activities 
for social events. Both regular and special events are 
planned. The regular weekly or fortnightly events are 

intended to be run essentially as a service to the Village, 

and so will be planned to break even rather than make a profit, 
recognising that all successful activities will increase the 
turnover and profit at the bar. Those attending the events 
will be encouraged to develope and help to run their own show. 


Events started so far are a junior disco and bingo, both of 
“which got off to a good-start. Any profits made on the disco 
are committed to providing activities for the youth of the 

« Village. The bingo is of course legally committed to paying 
‘out in prizes what it takes in, allowing for expenses. Other 
regular events will be started according to demand and to 
some extent to the finel equipping of the Village Hall. 


Four. major social events are planned for each year to fit 
between established events of other Village orgenisations. 
The first is likely to be in September or October so that the 
main efforts can be concentrated in the short term on the 
club's regular activities. 


Mike Duce, the Membership Secretary, stated that membership 
now stood at nearly 700 and had doubled since the club opened. 
Less than 50 of the members were from outside the Village. 
Even so, aes the population of the Village grows with the new 
phases being built we may need to think seriously of 
restricting outside membership. Renewal of this year's. 
membership will be put back from June to lst September. A 
modest increase in the membership fee is to be expected to 
account for inflation and VAT which hed not previously been 
considered. 


Nominationsof Officers and committee members were accepted 
and the new committee was elected. A few welcome new faces 
will be seen but the ladies of the Village are still only 
scentilly represented so volunteers will still be welcome.
